CITY COUNCIL 
ENDORSES UNION 
MUNICIPAL BAND 





Assurance of a joint muni- 
cipal concert band for Upland 
and Ontario, which will be a 
credit to both cities, wag seen 
today in the action of the Up- 
land council in placing their 
stamp of- approval on the un- 
ion plan, already endorsed by 
the Ontario council. 

Under the plan, as outlined 
to the Upland council by G. 
A. Brest, the present Upland 
band, already made up chiefly 
musicians from the two 
cities, will form the nucleus 
for a full organization of 26 
pieces, to be known as the Up- 
land-Ontario Municipal Band. 
The plan further contemplates 
the increasing of the salary of 
Director Fred Wilding, Jr., from 
$600 to $900 a year, Ontario to 
pay 60 per cent, or $540, and 
Upland 40 per cent, or $360. 

It is planned to give 13 con- 
certs in Upland during the sum- 
mer season, at the rate of $125 
per concert, making the total 
seasonal cost to this city $2,000 
instead of $1,600, as in the 
past. The council voted to

required. 





LUCAS CRITICISES 
EDISON COMPANY 
FOR SHORTAGE 


Severe criticism of the South- 
ern California Eidson company, 
whom he characterized as hay- 
ing been exceedingly delin- 
quent in not having prepared 
for a power shortage, the com- 
ing of which they must have 
been aware for months, was 
Saturday by F. A. 
Lucas, director of the Lucas 
Ranching company, at a spe- 
cial meeting of some 50 users 
of electricity for pumping pur- 
yapses at the offices of. the On- 
Fart Power Compaiuy.> Phe 
meeting was called by A. C. 
Reynolds, seeretary of the local 
company, to ask the coopera- 
tion of lecal ranchers in con- 
serving power. 

Although the meeting adop- 
ted a resolution agreeing to 
reduce the consumption of 
power for agricultural pur- 
poses by 20 per cent, Mr. Lucas 
expressed the opinion that the 
ranching interests of the com- 
‘munity should have time to 
look carefully into the situa- 
tion and to be sure that the 
Edison people had the right to 
ask the cut, before agreeing 
to something which might 
prove highly detrimental to 
their interests. The Lucas 
Company is dependent on elec- 
trie power for the irrigation 
of hundreds of acres owned by 
it in the Cucamonga section. 


Reported action of the Edi- 
Son Company in discouraging 
plans of the Ontario Power 
Company earlier in the season 
to erect a steam plant here for 
the manufacture of electricity, 
with the declaration that they 
would ‘‘take care’’ of the local 
company, was severely scored. 

Mr. Lueas..expressed doubt 
i'that reported threats of the 
Edison Company that they 
would shut off all power for 
the’ last several days of the 
lmonth if ranchers do not com- 
ply with the reduced consump- 
tion order, could be earried 
out. He felt that the agricul- 
tural interests, which are the 
lback-bone of the country, 
should be given first considera- 
tion in the power shortage 
is 

Secretary Reynolds empha- 
sized the necessity of a reduc- 
tion in the use of current if 
a serious situation is to be 
avoided later in the summer 
and the 20 per cent cut was 
agreed upon. The situation 
‘was somewhat relieved when a 
number of power consumers 
annowneed plans for dispens-

BODY OF AIRPLANE 
VICTIM RECOVERED |. 
FROM BEAR LAKE 


Body of Samuel Miller, San Ber- 
nardino business man, who was 
drowned Sunday afternoon at Big 
Bear Lake when an airplane pilot- 
ed by W. D. Waterman and occu- 
pied also by Mayor Willard D. 
Ball, Hugh Montgomery and V. C. 
Beck of Ontario, dropped into the 
water, was recovered yesterday af- 
ternoon at 2:15 o’clock, after a 
large crew of men had dragged the 
lake near the site of the accident 
for some time. Dragging was be- 
gun Sunday after the accident, and 
was continued yesterday until the 
body was found. 
| The coroner's verdict was that 
Mr. Miller’s death was accidental 
and was caused by “shock and 
heart failure caused by falling in- 
to the lake while in an airplane 
in which he and others were rid- 
ing.” Coroner J. B. Hanna con- 
ducted the inquest at Big Bear 
Lake. 

The body was later brought to 
San Bernardino and taken to the 
parlors of the Mark B. Shaw Com- 
pany, where it was prepared for 
burial. The mother accompanied 
the body to Los Angeles early this 
morning, where the funeral will 
be held today. 

Information received yesterday 
from several persons who spoke 
with Miller immediately before the 
ill-fated machine began its last 
flight, indicated that Miller had a 
premonition of impending disaster. 
After alighting from the flight to 
Big Bear from Ontario, Miller is 
said to have expressed himself as 
being slightly nervous as to the 
return trip. After considerable 
joking from his companions, who 
inquired whether he intended to 
return in an automobile, Miller 
was persuaded to make the return 
trip. 

Mayor Ball of Ontario, who was 
injured in the accident, is reported 
to be doing well. Mr. Ball will re- 
main in the valley for the present, 
as physicians yesterday . decided 
against the advisability of remov- 
ing him to Ontario. It is said 
that there is some fear that pneu- 
monia may set in. 

Archie D. Mitchell, official of the 
Ontario Aircraft Corporation, stat- 
ed yesterday afternoon that the 
corporation had no direct interest 
in the transportation concern oper- 
ating between Ontario and Big 
Bear. 

He stated that the Aircraft Cor- 
voration owned the machines, 
which were leased to W. D. Water- 
man, who piloted the plane which 
was wrecked. It was stated that 
all future plans as to the trans- 
yortation system were in the hands 
of Mr. Waterman. 

Mrs. Waterman, wife of the 
pilot, hastened to the resort after 
receiving word of the accident. 
She stated that her husband had 
been too busy with the work of 
salvaging parts of the airplane and 
with other matters to discuss his 
future plans, 

Mr. Miller’s funeral will be held 
from Draper’s Funeral Parlors, 
1480 South Main Street, Los An- 
geles, today.

DRINKING WATER 
SHOULD BE BOILED, 
SAYS MANLEY 





Water Superintendent R. G. 
Manley today issued an appeal 
to residents of Upland to boil 
their drinking water, following 


caseful tests of the municipal 
water supply, which show the 
presence of impurities. 

Supt. Manley asserts. that 
there is no cause for fear or 
talk of an epidemic, but de- 


clares that all cities receiving 
water from canyon streams are 
obliged to take precautions of 
this kind during the summer 
months. 

The water superintendent is 
taking immediate steps to in- 
sure the purity of the water 
used here and urges the people 
to co-operate by boiling what 
they use individually until such 
time as the proper steps can be 
taken to make sure that there 
will be no danger in using it 
without the boiling precaution. 

The city water will be test- 
ed by chemists from time to 
time and the consuming public 
will be kept fully informed of 
its condition. 


ORANGE SHOW MEN 
APPROVE PLAN OF 
BIGNEW BUILDING 


Plans and specifications for the 
new $125,000 Orange Show build- 
ing, which was designed “by De- 
Witt Mitcham, architect, were ap- 
proved yesterday at a meeting 
of the Orange Show officials and 
directors. Bids for the contract, 
it was announced, will be called 
on or before August 1. 

According to the plans, the 
building will be 135 feet wide and 
800 feet long, the largest of its 
kind on the Pacific Coast. The 
architecture will be in the Span- 
ish style and construction will be 
of wood, metal lath and stucco. 
The roof will be of red slate. 

The interior of the building, 
which will be free of all obstruc- 
tions, will be finished with metal 
lath and plaster. A large stage 
will occupy one end of the build- 
ing, and galleries will be con- 
structed at each end of the fruit 
section.

Stucco Exterior To Be Tinted 

Approximately 1,000,000 feet of 
lumber will be used in the con- 
struction. The exterior of the 
building will be coated with a 
warm-tinted stucco, typically Cali- 
fornian. The arch-type roof, which 
will rise to’a height of 50 feet 
in the center, will be supported 
entirely by flying trusses. 

Entrances will be located every 
100 feet on all sides of the build- 
ing. A roofed promenade will -ex- 
tend the full length of the two 
long sides, giving the building the 
appearance of an immense mig. 
sion.

CONTAIN BACTERIA 


As a result of the report of 
City Water Superintendent Rich- 
ard G. Manley before the city 
council, that laboratory tests of 
Upland’s domestic water supply 
showed it to contain impurities to 
a dangerous degree,, immediate 
steps will be taken to correct the 











condition, it was announced to- 
day. 
Supt. Manley stated that after 


receiving reports from chemists at 
Chaffey High School, who had 
made tests, that Upland’s water 
supply was impure, with the ap- 
proval of Mayor A. H. Johnson, he 
had had careful tests made by a 
Los Angeles laboratory which at- 
tends to the city’s milk testing. 

Ten samples of water were taken 
at various points in the city. A 
majority showed an_ excessive 
amount of bacteria. Chemists de- 
clare that anything less than ten 
bacteria per cubic centimetre of 
water is safe, while anything over 
that number is dangerous. A num- 
ber of the samples showed as 
many as 25 bacteria, and one, 
taken from the weir box of the 
San Antonio Water Company, 
which furnishes part of the city 
supply, showed as many as 60 
| “eat 

Health authorities recommend 
ae Upland water users, particu- 
larly those in the ranching dis- 
tricts who receive their domestic 
supply direct from the San An- 
tonio mains, boil their drinking 
water until steps can be taken to 
purify the supply. Consulting En- 
gineer George Hinckley, who was 
present at the council meeting, re- 
commended the use of liquid chlor- 
ide in the city reservoirs and the 
advisability of purchasing a “chlor- 
inator” at a cost of $600, system- 
atically to purify the water, was 
given consideration. Supt. Manley 
expressed the opinion that the 
San Antonio Water Company 
should thus take steps to purify 
their water, since the tests in- 
dicated that the supply coming 
from the canyon streams was at 
the bottom of the difficulty. 

In order that this city may be 
able to comply with the order to 
cut its electric power consump- 
tion by 20 per cent, Supt. Manley 
recommended the installation of 
a gasoline pump at what is known 
as the city’s east well, which is 
now being operated continuously 
with an electric motor using eight 
and a half horsepower. The pos- 
sibility of operating the pump with 
a tractor, which might also be 
used for street work, was discuss- 
ed. The need of such a change 
will be looked into further. En- 
gineer Hinckley expressed doubt 
that the Edison Company would 
make good their threat to pull 
switches in the case of a muni- 
cipa! water plant, even though the. 
power quota had been used.

The speaker went on to consider 
the nature of God, saying that

OR some time there has been an unsolved question which 
i it might be well to submit for an answer. It is never 

good to harbor anything in mind when it may be 

satisfactorily answered by someone who actually knows: 
This question relates to homesteads. A short time ago we 
published a news story stating that approximately 46,000 
acres of public land in this county would be opened to home- 
steaders. 

This land was described as sandy, gravelly and rocky of 
third and fourth rate and generally unfit for cultivation or 
grazing purposes. The nearest railroad point is Siam, and this 
would preclude the feasibility of mining. Without a chance 
to cultivate the ground or’ raise cattle or mine, then what 
could be done with such land by homesteaders? That’s the 
question that is still unanswered in our mind and it has been 
circling around for a good many months. 

Such land as this might be used as a base for airplanes. 
The first essential for that is simply to have plenty of land 
and so far as we are able to judge that is the only recom- 
mendation that this land seems to have—there is plenty of it.

Listen, my chil- 
drén, and you shalt hear all 
about it. 

There is a_ secret seciety to 
which only Hawaiians are elig- 
ible, the Order of Kamehameha, 
one of their kings, whose birth- 
day is on the 11th, so they are 
holding their annual convention 
Kauai. 


Oahu and Hawaii came over on 
the two steamers. An excursion 
was planned for them to the 
}rett side of the island, which 
ig all sheer cliff, and there they 
were to throw burning logs off 
the cliff.

The automobile driver of to- 
day has little reason to kick 





against speed regulations, com- 
| pared to the restrictions placed 
on motorists twenty years ago 


when the motor vehicle was in 
its infancy. This is demon- 
by glancing through 
early day ordinances and ac- 
tivities of the motorists, that 
form a part of the archives 
the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

In 1904 authorities were pro- 
testing raising the speed limit 


for cities. It was pointed out 
autos were frightening 
horses and were a menace to 
Motorists 
wanted the speed limit raised, 
and finally a compromise was 
effected whereby cars were 
permitted the exhilarating 
pace of 12 miles an hour. This 
limit applied, however, only to 
the outlying districts. 

It was about this time that 
the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California sought to dis- 
courage the then growing prac- 
tice of turning every highway 
into a race course. This was 
about the time that the aver- 
age automobile owner thought 
of his vehicle only in terms of 
speed. The substantial qual- 
ifications of endurance, re- 
liability and utility were sec- 
ondary. 

Ten years later, or in 1914, 
the laws permitted greater 
speed in the open districts, but 
provided more restrictions. Six 
miles an hour was permitted in 
congested districts; eight miles 
was the limit on detours; 10 
miles over crossings; 12 miles 
jin the business district and 
past schools; 20 miles in.the 
residence district; and 25 miles 
Lam the open road. 

Today there are less re- 
strictions on the motorist and 
greater speed permitted, but 
the driver is expected at all 
times to refrain from reckless- 
ness. The law insists that judg- 
ment and courtesy be used, in 
whatever zone the car is being 
operated. Thirty-five miles an 
hour is allowed on the open 
road, 20 miles in residence 
districts; and 15 miles in busi-

OERIOUS FIRE 
aITUATION 


That California is facing one of 
the most serious fire situations in 
its history was the statement made 
yesterday by Fred Jeken, forest 
supervisor, who is in receipt of a 
report from Paul G. Redington, dis- 
trict forester, verifying his con- 
tention. 

“Not for many years,” said Mr. 
Jeken yesterday, “have our fields 
and forests been the ‘tinder box’ 
that they are today. A combina- 
tion of weather factors has brought 
about an extremely trying condi- 
tion. More than 400 fires, cover- 
ing 30,000 acres, have already oc- 
curred this year within and ad- 
jacent to the national forests.” 

The report received from Mr. 
Redington read in part: 

“Public education in care with 
fire and the united co-operation of 
all our citizens is the only means 
by which we shall ever be able 
to combat fire hazard successfully 
and prevent appalling losses of 
timber, crops, and even human 
life. Last year over 80 per cent 
of the forest, brush and grain 
fires in California were directly 
due to careless acts of man. There 
is every indication that there will 
again be millions of visitors to 
our mountain regions this season 
with a correspondingly high fire 
risk.”

Declaring that the deciduous 
fruit situation in San Bernardino 
County is extremely serious, H. J. 
Wilder, county farm advisor, pre- 
dicted yesterday that, unless the 
ranchers thoroughly irrigate their 
peach groves, the net of fruit from 
thé second bloom this year will be 
as light or lighter than that of the 
first bloom. 

Much of the fruit from the sec- 
ond bloom is dropping, according 
to Mr. Wilder, which he attributes 
to abnormal weather conditions. 

“The delay of the peach foliage 
in coming out this year,” he said, 
“is largely due to the shortage of 
moisture. It is absolutely neces- 
Sary that the ranchers irrigate 
their groves this year more thor- 
oughly than usual.” 

Foliage conditions, however, are 
improving, he said, and he does 
not believe that the trees them- 


selves have been seriously damag- 
ed.

TO BUILD? 
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Requires Much Investigation 


Upland is sharing in the general _ prosperity 
throughout the West, atid becoming more and more 


the ‘City of Homes.”’ Permits issued for May, 1924, 


were $2,100.00 more than May of last year, and as 
one drives through the pretty residence streets of 
the town one is impressed with the number of new 
houses, and the artistic surroundings of them all. 
Upland’s building lots for first-class homes are 
gradually being taken up, and while there are still 
plenty of delightful situations for a home, those 
planning to build in the near future should begin 
soon to select their lot and plan their house. 


All over the West it seems to be the desire of 


builders and contractors to restrict new construction 
to operations of very evident need, every city shows 
an increase in building, and those who can are 
advised to, so it appears that people when they do 
build will have to have everything ready for esti- 
mates and their plans outlined.

nation as water is to a mill, necessary to make the 
wheels go round. The importance of eredit in 
modern business is illustrated by the fact that the 
extent of mortgage credit on homes’ and farms: out 
volumes all the money in‘ circulation plus all the 
money in the treasury of a nation that now hay al- 
most all the gold reserve of the world within: its 
treasury vaults. Such credit has placed: homes: within 
the reach of millions who otherwise- would pérhaps 
never have acquired the competence with which to’ 
buy and pay cash. 

Shelter for 22,139,385 persons is provided by 


homes and farms owned under mortgage. Credit for 
purchase of homes and farms has made possible the 
ownership of 8,714,425 city and farm homes. 


It is reasonable to assume that were it not for the 
available long term credit, there would be a shortage 
in housing greater than even now exists. 


So ends the report. The last statement refers to 
homes generally in the United States, there is no 
great shortage of houses for homes in Upland now, 
but there are certainly none too many, and a vacant 
house here is very easy to fill again once it becomes 
known it is for rent.

Urges Aid for Ranchers 

A sineere effort to render 
the greatest possible service to 
the agricultural interests of 
the community in what is de- 
clared to be a real crisis, was 
given today by City Service 
Manager O. §S. Roen as tthe 
reason for the resemblance of 
Ontario’s downtown section to 
“‘Sleeepy Hollow’? at night, 
since the electric power cut 
order went into effect. 

Complaints had been voiced 
that the reduction of street 
lighting in the downtown sece- 
tion is far greater than the 
25 per cent cut asked for. Mr. 
Roen, who has looked eare- 
fully into the situation, ex- 
plained that it will be neces- 
Sary to conserve every bit of 
power possible, if the current 
shortage is not going to result 
jin a very serious loss to the 
citrus and deciduous interests 
hereabouts. 

It is said that at best the 
San Antonio Water Company 
will only have sufficient 
| power to pump a 30-inch heod 
of irrigation water, instead of 
a 45-inch head, as usual, and 
it is further declared that any 
less than that would be prac- 
tically suicidal to the citrus 
growers. 

Mr. Roen expressed the be- 
lief that if the electric light 
using public fully realized the 
gravity of the situation, they 
would bend every effort to 
conserve power in every way 
possible. Most residents 
the community have been un- 
der the impression,-it is be- 
lievtd, that the Ontario Power 
Company receives only a very 
small percentage of its current 
from the Southern California 
Edison Company, whose pre- 
sent shortage has caused the 
curtailment order, whereas, as 
a matter of fact, it is announ- 
ced, the local concern is de- 
pendent on Edison for from 50 
to 80 per cent of its electric sity. 
It is further reported that the 
Ontario company does not even 
have sufficient to supply the 
local lighting demand, without 
taking that used for agricul- 
tural and industrial purposes 
into consideration at all. 

Foreseeing a probable short- 
age this summer, the Ontaric 
Company, early in the spring. 
had plans prepared for the in- 
Stallation of a plant for the 
generation of tlectricity by 
steam, but the local eoncern is 





reported to have been dis- 
couraged by the Edison peo- 
ple, who gave assurance that 


they could amply supply the 
Iceal demand. 

Considerable relief in the 
local power situation was seen 
this afternoon in the announce- 
ment of E. H. Richardson. 
works manager, that the big 
Hotpoint factory of the Edison 
Electric Appliances Company 
here, will at once install three 
natural gas engines for the 
operation of a portion of their 
machinery. 

Heretofore, the Hotpoint fac- 
tory has been operated entirely
